The United States has concluded 
& peace treaty with Germany. 
While they have not been publish- 
ed in full, the summary of the} 
terms shows clearly that in making | 
an official settlement with Berlin, 
Washington has by the same act 
officially broken off its previous 
relations with the Allies, While it 
has been known that the Republie 
would not become a party to the 


conclude a separate convention, 
until that was done it remained in | 
the position of one of the Allied 
and associated powers. 

With the signing of the treaty 
the United States formally marks 


out a pathway for itself, alike in| 


its relations with Germany and in 
respect to the course taken wnani- 
mously by its former comrades-in- 
arms. The League of Nations 
covenant is expressly repudiated, 
and it is declared that nothing the | 
League may do shall be construed 
as imposing any obligation upon 
the United States. In a further 
elause the United States waives re- 
sponsibility for political readjust- 
ments in Europe, northern Africa 
and the Orient, and stipulates that 
it is not bound by the provisions 
of the Versailles treaty providing 
for the establishment of an inter- 
national labor organisation. On 
‘ihe other hand it is affirmed that 
The United States has an interest 
win the former German overseas 
pposscasions ° ‘upon an equality with | 
other powers;’’ while a blanket 


erue to the United States under 
the Versailles treaty is in full} 
 foree, 

The formulation of this agree- 
ment creates a new situation in 
international affairs. It makes 
peace between the United States 
Bind Germany on terms agreed 
“upon between them and without 
the adherance of tiie other Allies. 
It euts the United States official- 
ly and absolutely free of the obli- 
gations assumed by Britain; 
France, Japan and the other sig- 
natories of the Versailles treaty in 
respect to the League of Nations. 
It declares that in matters affect- 
ing labor conditions, and there- 
fore vitally important to interna- 
ional competition in trade mat- 
ters, the United States is not 
bound by the convention into 
which the other Allies have en- 
tered. 

It will be strange if an immedi- 
ate demand does not arise in some 


of the Allied countries for a re- 


pudiation of the League of Nations 
arrangement, and for a new deal 
in which the United States shall 


be a participant equally with all [ap 


others. If the League is to hold |¥. 
no power to obligate or restrain 
the liberty of action of the great 
Republic it obviously cannot fune- 
tion as a regulator of the conduct 
of other nations. In such matters 
there must be equality in conces- 
sions, If liberty of national ac- 
tion is to be surrendered’ to the | 
extent called for in the League 
covenant, the surrender will have 
to be made by every great na- 
tion or it will be made by none. 
Does anyone suppose, for example 
that Japan will be content to be 


bound to listen to the instructions | 


or counsel of an international
